How honibte is the Unfileannefs, Mortality, if not Murder, that the Ships^' 
guiltjr of ihat bring great Crouds of thefe milerabic Men, and Women. Methinfe 
when we 'are bemoaning tlie barbarous Ulage of our Fiiendi and Kinstolk in AfriS- 
iMnight not be. unfeafonible to enquire whether we an not culpable in forcinc thL 
^rlc^m to becwne Shves amongft ou? felws. And it may be a queftion whethir aU 
the Benefit i^^ived by N^^r^, Slaves, will balance the Accompt of Cafli laid out u^a 
ineni ; and for the Redefnp ion of our «wn enflayed Friends out of Afrit*, fienkec 
«U the Perfons and Effatcs.that'hayepeiiflied there.

Bleffing m hcuof any lofi ihey might conceipt they luffered thereby. Dmt. im8. 
y ^TJ inordinate Self love fliould Hkewife be 

demohlhed. GOD expeas that Chtiftiani fliould be of a more Ingenuous and benign 
frame _ol ipirit. Chiiftians fliould carry it to all the World, as the IfradUes were to 
carry It one towards another. And for men obftinately to perfift in holding th^ 
Neighbours and Brethren under the Rigor of perpetual Bondage, feems to be no prolr 
way ot gaming Affurance that God ha's given them Spiritual Freedom. Our Bkllid 
Saviour ha s altered the Meafures of the ancient Love-Song, and fet it to a moft 
Excellent New Tune, which all ought to be ambitious of Learning. Matt, c. 42.44; 
John ,4 Thefc Etbi^ians, as black as they are ; feeing they are the Sons and 
Daognte s of &i^xi\\ Adam, tlie Brethren and Sifters ot the Laft ADAM, and the 
O&pung oi GOD j They ought to be treated with a Refped agreeable.
